C; When did you become a skinhead and what brought 
this about? 

Ed: I became a skinhead in 1986. I became a skinhead as a show of defiance to everything I 
found wrong with society as a whole. It was clean cut, mean and making a statement of 
racial pride that I felt inside my heart. 

C: What first attracted you to the white power 
movement? 

Ed: I was always interested in history, and due to bad experiences growing up, I always was 
racially aware. What attracted me is to see there were others feeling the same way about 
some of the views I had. 

C: How do you feel about some of the white power 
organizations and why? 

Ed: I am not into organizations at all. I don't need a cate¬ 
gory to fit into. I believe in an ideal, and living by it. I think 
organizations divide people, plus they are targets. I only 
believe in representing myself. 

C; How do you feel about the white power scene and 
its followers? 

Ed: You have your Good,Bad and Ugly. I think there is a 
lack of discipline and intelligence amongst some. Fashion 
seems to make a big play in some circles, and I don't think 
enough people give all they can give. I would prefer seeing a 
young guy go out to become a lawyer than a full time alco¬ 
holic. 

C; Can you give me a summary of what Odinism is? 

Ed: Ancient tales based upon nature. A tradition that is 
many centuries old. 

C: Are there any tour plans for BFG in the near 








future? If so, will you be coming to Texas? 

Ed: Besides the show in October, no other plans in the near future. 

C: I noticed that you as a band are very organized and professional. Is BFG a full¬ 
time thing or do you guys have other jobs? 

Ed: We all have jobs outside the band, Joel alone works on the average 60-70 hours a week. 
C; I understand you have a side project. Tell me a little about it. 

Ed: Which one?:)! I, as well as a few of the other BFG guys are in quite a few bands. Rick 
and I are in the Bully Boys and Plunder and Pillage. Rick,Wayne,Mike and I also are in Before 
God, a death metal band. Also we do a lot of other side work when it turns up. We have a few 
projects up our sleeves in the coming months. 

C: I don’t have a copy of your new album, how does it differ from your previous 
work? 

Ed: We actually released 2 cds at the same time. One of the cds "Hate Train Rolling" is pret¬ 
ty much a harder, aggressive album sort of like Behold the Iron Cross. The other "Last Act of 
Defiance" is a lot more slower and melodic with that older skin r'n'r sound, if I were to com¬ 
pare it to older BFG, it would be closest to Over The Top. 

C: What kind of problems have you encountered dealing with those who are in oppo¬ 


sition to your music and message? 

Ed: There have been some protests and your usual slander. When they do things like this, it 
only motivates us more, so we just turn up the heat! 

C; Have you ever been to jail/prison? If so, what for? What about BFG’s other 
members? 

Ed: I have spent a night or two in jail before, but that was eons ago, and it was for real * 
minor stuff which got dropped. But as far as anything other, no. I never have. I don't commit 
crimes, and I don't like criminals. A few of the other guys in the band have been to jail for 
minor stuff. Joel did some time long ago for a big fight that he and some others friends had 
with a cocaine dealer and his buddies. Joel and co. (Which included Erik Banks) took out 
about 10 guys, unfortunately the bad guys got away and the good guys got klinked. 

C: Are you a wrestling fan? If so, who is your favorite wrestler? 

Ed: No, I really hate that stuff. I prefer the real stuff like 
Ultimate Fights, or boxing. When I was in high school I 
liked WWF wrestling, and to give you my favorite back 
then, it was Baron Von Raschke. 

C: What is your position on drugs and the legaliza¬ 
tion of marijuana? 

Ed: I feel drugs are for weak people. If marijuana was 
legalized, the government would lose out on a lot of 
money. I also feel that alcohol can be a drug too. I defi¬ 
nitely enjoy a good beer, but I feel that alcohol is danger¬ 
ous in the hands of some people. 

C: What is your favorite beer? 

Ed: There are a few! My local favorite is the Schells 
Dark, New Glarus Apple Ale is incredible! For imports I 
like Paulaner Hefe Weizen, Gosser, and Carlsberg.

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TREK: First off, who named the band Hellstomper? - _~ 

GARY: The Last Days of Frank and Jesse James was in the VCR and David Allen Coe had a scene 
where he goes on a tirade, and in the speech he proclaimed he was a true son of the South, a gen¬ 
uine Hellstomper. Alan said, "That’s it." The rest is history. 

TREK: What was your first show like? 

GARY: It was a punk rock show in some dingy hole. We came in and proclaimed the South was 
gonna rise again that night! Alan terrorized everyone for an hour or so then we called it a night. 

We’ve been hated in this town ever since. (G.A. Brown) 

TREK: Who put out the first single? What label? How long have you been playing 
with ANTiSEEN, Limecell, (other C.O.S. bands), and how did that all come about? 

GARY: Hardline Records in Tampa, Florida put out our first 7" in ’94 after watching a video of us ran¬ 
sacking some clubs in Chattanooga. That first 7" The Last Hoedown is in my opinion, a true classic. 
Jeff Clayton helped produce that one. Alan and Jeff have been friends for years. We play with 
Antiseen a lot, and it’s always a pleasure. We do the Supershow every year now since ’97 in 
Lawerence, KS.« That’s the first time we played/or met a lot of those guys. They’re all great guys, and 
we try to get shows together with them every chance we get. 

TREK: Gary you produce the music... How long have you been into that? Was that 
hard to learn or pretty much self-explanatory? Who taught you? Have you 
helped/produced other local bands or any C.O.S. bands? 

GARY: As far as producing goes (an audio-engineering degree helps), most of the time it’s hands-off. 
We like to keep our sound as raw as possible. Once in a while I’ll try to throw in some instrument 
here or there, just to add a little somethin". I’ve done some other producing locally, but nuthin’ much 
to speak of yet. 

TREK: So, Gary you switched from playing bass to playing guitar in the near past, 
did you get tired of bass and get better on guitar, or did you just get a new bass 
player? 

GARY. I ve played guitar since I was about 11 years old. I picked up other instruments along the 
way. When we started Hellstomper, me and Chris (original guitarist) pretty much flipped a coin to see 
who had to play bass. I lost. Then I disappeared into the Florida marshes for about a year to become 
one with the Universe. When I reappeared, Alan had found a young guitar-slinger named Sammy 
"The Hammer." He was technically gifted, but he didn’t have the soul we were needin'’. So I stepped 
up, dusted off the Telecaster, tried to make my mark. 

TREK: From your knowledge, how did C.O.S. form? 

GARY: Widowmaker from Cocknoose thought it up. Bunch of guys who love country tunes, balls to 
the wall rock n’ roll, pro-wrestling, and no desire to be rock stars. 

TREK: Not the whole band, (fust you) where does your style of rock n* roll come 
from? What was thefirst record you bought that made you want to play in a band? 
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A particular artist? 

GARY: Shit I can’t remember the first album that made me want to play. I can say I remember Lynerd 
Skynerd Street Survivors, ZZ Top Fandango, and some Hank Williams greatest hits album. Those 
albums definitely gave me something to strive for musically. 

TREK: What was the toughest country album of all time? 

GARY: I’m a huge Johnny Cash fan, his very first Sun Records Album is in my collection and gets a lot 
of turns. I also had the pleasure of meeting one of my hero’s, Jerry Reed, a few months back. He’s got 
a ton of great records, Waylon Jennings, John Prine, Jerry Jeff Walker, I could go on all night. 

TREK: Is there a place you guys play often? 

GARY: We have no where to play locally. We play in the Carolina’s a lot. We’re starting to play out a 
little more these days. 

TREK: By the time this hits the press, you would have already played another C.O.S. 
show... I’ve never made it out to one... What am I missing?

The usual quiet of the pre-dawn hours of North Saint Mary’s Street was shattered early Monday, 
September 4, as seven fire trucks were called to control a blaze at the North Saint Mary’s Brewing 
Company. The fire was that extinguished as the sun rose and revealed the damage. All that remained 
was a gutted shell of the turn-of-the-century club, affectionately referred to as “The Brew Pub.” 

That morning brought out camera crews and reporters, intermingled with mourners of the pub surround¬ 
ed by salvaged kegs of Red 

Stripe. Amongst talk of conspiracy theories, there was the ironic realization that we had always joked 
about how easily the old pub could catch on fire. We were all slapped in the face when it happened. 

The fire left us drunken orphans on a quest to find another bar to call home. None of them have the 
same “shouldn’t this building be condemned” charm that the Brew Pub had.
